THE WHY OF THE EMBARGO 

Congressman McFadden, former chairman of 
the House of Representatives banking committee, 
| explains why President Roosevelt placed an em- 
bargo on the shipment of gold from the United 
States. Though a Republican, he approves the 
prohibition; “The gold embargo was a necessity.” 

As to why it was necessary, he says: “Counting 
all demand and early-maturing securities, Europe 
has about $2,700,000,000 of gold claims against the 
United States, ready for presentation. 

“Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald unques- 
\| tionably embarked for America, prepared to submit 
4 to President Roosevelt an alternative between 

immediate gold payment of these claims and 
acceptance of a program including war debt can- 
| cellation, American entrance into the League of 
Nations, and the Bank of Internationa! Settlements’ 
transfer from Basle to London, making London the 
world’s financial capital 

“Mr. MacDonald knew that so huge a payment 
would create chaos and unmistakably felt sure 
of driving a hard bargain 

“The embargo sank this scheme while he was in 
mid-ocean.” 

That is to say, the United States went off gold 
because it couldn't stay on, and dare not risk trying 
to stay on any longer. It was a choice between 
defaulting the gold claims and “chaos.” The Presi- 
dent, like a sensible man, decided that default was 
the lesser of the two evils

NED HANLAN’S BOOMERANG 

On this date in 1882, Canadians, 
and especially Torontonians, were 
celebrating the signal victory of 
Ned Hanlan, the Toronto oars- 
man, over Trickett of Australia, 
thereby clinching the rowing 
championship of the world. A 
good deal of Toronto money had 
been cabled to London to be bet 
on Hanlan and when the word of 
his victory came there was natur- 
ally much rejoicing among those 
who had backed the Canadian, 
between $25,000 and $30,000 hay- 
ing been wagered Thereafter 
came the time for payment. The 
money was cabled back, with its 
winnings to Toronto, to Harry 
Good, then sporting editor of The 
Mail. One of his assistants then 
was Phil. D. Ross, later, and still, 
editor of the Ottawa Journal, who 
was commandeered to act as 
tally clerk as the names of the 
winners were read out before 
the cheques were handed over. 
Mr. Ross has told what happened 
better than I can. Here is his- 
tory: 

“Good opened the proceedings 
with a little speech about Han- 
lan, which naturally met with 
enthusiastic approbation, ending 
in the upspringing of one of the 
principal bettors with a cry of 
“Three cheers for Hanlan,” which 
came off nobly, wtih a tiger 
added. In the middle of the

cheering in came a hotel boy 
with a telegram for Good. Harry 
opened it and read it. For a mo- 
ment he looked non-plussed. He 
glanced around as if for some- 
body to show it to.

Good was a 
shrewd fellow, and I never knew 
him to make much of a mistake 
in tactics but this once. 

“But he certainly rang the bell 
in the Shakespeare hotel that day.

263 YEARS IN BUSINESS 
In the year 1670 King Charles 


Il. granted a charter to Prince 


Rupert and seventeen other noble- 


men and gentlemen, incorporat- 


ing them as the “Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of Eng- 
land Trading Into Hudson Bay,” 
and securing to them “The sole 
trade and commerce of all those 
seas, straits, bays, rivers, lakes, 
creeks and sounds, in whatsoever 
latitude they shall be, that lie 
within the entrance of the straits 
commonly called Hudson Straits, 
together with all the lands and 
territories upon the countries, 
coasts and confines of the scas, 
bays, etc., aforesaid, that are not 
already actually possessed by or 
granted to any of our subjects. or 
possessed by the subjects of any 
other Christian prince or state.” 
The purpose for which the ccm- 
pany sought incorporation was 
that of importing into Great Bi- 
tain the furs and skins whico it 
might obtain, chiefly by barte:, 
from the Indians of British North 
America. No great importance 
was attached at the time to the 


reverse trade of importing the 


ee 


products of Britain into this 'm- 
mense territory; and ownership of 
the land now comprising the tnree 
prairie provinces and the North 
West Territories was chiefly valu- 
ed as giving the company the 
sole right to barter with the In- 
dian inhabitants for furs. 

The charter of incorporation 
was dated May 2nd. Today, is 
therefore the 263rd anniversary 
of the creation of the company. 
It is probably the oldest com- 
mercial enterprise in the worla, 
as it is one of the largest in 
volume of business done, the laig- 
est in point of area over which it 
operates, and has no rival in the 
historic interest of its record. 

Times have changed, and condi- 
tions with them. Hence it is that 
in Edmonton and every other 
centre in Western Canada, and at 
scattered trading posts clear down 
to the Arctic coast, the annivers- 
ary is being celebrated not merely 
as that of a fur trading compary 
but also as the birthday of a 
great retail mereantile concern, 
whose stores dot the map from 
Atlantic waters the Paciiic, 
and from the United States boun- 
dary to the Polar seas.

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The Passing Show

Amid all the turmoil and distraction of the na- 
tions, the British Chancellor, Rt. Hon. Neville 
Chamberlain has announced the balancing of the 
British budget. He plans to have a surplus of over 
£17,000,000 out of a total revenue of nearly (715,- 
000,000. 

He reduced the tax on beer by a penny a pint. 
The tax on beer, though in no way commensurate 
with our own two cents a pound tax on sugar in 
addition to duty and sales tax, has been as un- 
popular in Britain as our sugar tax is to the masses 
in Canada. It will cost the British treasury (14,- 
000,000 but will remove more than £14,000,000 @f 
discontent. He did not reduce the income tax, but 
will make up part of the lost beer revenue by a 
tax of a penny a gallon on fuel oil, lubricating oils 
and kerosene. 

No provision is made in the budget for either 
receipt or payment of war debts. This does not 
mean repudiation. No provision was made in last 
year's British budget for paying war debts. Britain 
paid last year by special provision not contained 
in the budget. If there is any significance to the 
statement of Premier Ramsay MacDonald that the 
Washington conversation showed a readiness to 
make concession “far beyond what we requested,” 
Britain may be able to forget her creditors even 
as she has forgotten her debtors. 
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There is something splendid in the spectacle of 
Britain at a time like the present. The most 
heavily taxed nation on earth, she goes her way 
without whining or discontent, paying what she 
has engaged to pay and looking steadfastly to the 
future. It is still “Business as usual” as it was in 
the dark days of the war. 

A former Chancellor of the Exchequer, Rt. Hon. 
Winston Churchill, made a speech on St. George's 
Day, April 23, before the Royal Society of St 
George in London in which he declared: 

England with all its faults, is still the best 
country, whether for duke or dustman 

With no reproach to sister countries we can 
point with pride to the benefits of British char- 
acter and British institutions. 

Here it would hardly occur to anyone that 
banks should close their doors against depos- 
itors. Here nobody questions the feirness of the 
courts of law. Here nobody thinks of persecut- 
ing a man because of his religion or race 

Here, to everyone but criminals, policemen 
are friends and servants of the public. Here 
we provide for poverty and misfortune with 
more compassion than in any other country 

Within a 50-mile radius of this place, there 
dwell more people, except perhaps around New 
York, than in any other equal space. They 
form the most free, the richest, the most pros- 
perous and the most good natured community 
alive. 

This ancient mighty London was never more 
than today a financial centre of the world. This 
island which was the birthplace

Englishmen, as Beverley Baxter said in his tele- 
graphic address of welcome to President Roose- 
velt, jest about Englishmen, but never about Eng- 
land. Shane Leslie, whose book was referred to 
in yesterday's column, is quite aware of the habits 
of thought of his class which earn for them mild 
derision in many quarters. He admits that Oxford 
makes no attempt to educate it sons—merely af- 
fords them the opportunity for education if they 
desire it—but is concerned to make them gentle- 
men of self-assurance.

HOW TO INCREASE YOUR OXYGEN CAPACITY 

Any part of the body that is working hard will 
need more oxygen than parts which are resting. i 
That is why a man who is running a long race will | 
strain for breath to furnish his muscles with more 

| 


oxygen. A person with anemia or heart trouble 

will not get enough oxygen to the tissues which re- | 
quire it, and, therefore, suffers from a shortness of } 
breath following only slight activity. Plenty of | 
oxygen is required for health and it is also bene- 
ficial in recovering from disease, That is the rea- 
son I so often advise my readers to secure fresh air 
by deep breathing, especially out of doors A good 
supply of fresh air is always helpful to anyone, | 
and the only time that deep breathing is not advised 
is where there is present some disease of the lungs | 


that might be spread or made worse by the in- 
a | 


creased activity, though, even in these cases, 
continuous supply of fresh air is most important. 

Everyone can readily understand that the lungs 
need fresh air, but it is also important to see that 
the skin of the body has ready access to air. When || 
practicing deep breathing, it is important to make || 
sure that you are breathing in fresh clean air. By 
fresh air we are referring first of all to air which 
contains a good supply of oxygen; air which has 
been shut up in a room and has been breathed in 
and out by a number of people loses its oxygen sup- |) 
ply and contains too much carbon dioxide. It be- | 
comes stale and one who breathes it becomes dull, 
drowsy and may develop a headache. He shows 
that he needs better air by deep yawns. Fresh air 
has other qualities. It is clean; that is, it does not 
contain dust, dirt, smoke or offensive odors. If we 
are to be comfortable, it must carry a light amount 
of moisture and be neither too hot nor too cold. 
Another important quality of fresh air is that of 
motion; there must be air currents to keep it mov- 
ing. When people ride in autos for a breath of fresh 
air, it is the movement of the air that they enjoy. 

If you wish to obtain the greatest benefit from 
fresh air, it is well to know how to breathe in the | 
right way. The best method of breathing is to fol- I 
low the method called “diaphragmatic breathing,” 
sometimes called “abdominal breathing.” There is 
really no such thing as abdominal breathing since 
the lungs are the organs of breathing and they are || 
jocated in the chest, not in the abdomen. However, 
when you use the right method of breathing, the 
upper part of the abdomen goes in and out, since 
most of the breathing movement is carried on in 
this section while the chest remains comparatively 
still In learning to breathe correctly, stand up in | 
front of a large mirror with the upper part of the 
clothing removed Now try to inhale and make 
your abdomen larger just below the ribs. Imagine 
you are drawing the air into the upper abdomen, 
swelling it out, but keeping the lower part from 
protruding. The position of the chest will change 
but slightly. Now exhale slowly, pull in the upper 
abdomen and hold the entire abdomen rigid. 

You will find that this type of breathing will 
develop the diaphragm and help prevent asthma 
and other pulmonary troubles. The gentle regular || 
movement of the upper part of the abdomen also 
acts as a valuable massage for the internal organs. 
You should go outdoors several times each day end 
practice this type of breathing. A good time to do 
this is while taking a brisk walk, as there is at || 
that time a natural tendency to absorb more 
oxygen. 

After firmly establishing the correct habit of 
breathing, you will notice a remarkable improve- } 
ment in feeling and appearance. This is to be ex- | 
pected since oxygen is so supremely valuable above | 
all else to the body. The one who gets more and | 
more of it will enjoy greater health and strength 


in every way.
